COPPER COINS HAVE 
NOW REACHED SEATTLE 


Being Brought From East So 
That Change Can be Made 
? in Bargain Sales. 


The once despised and studiously 
avoided i-cent piece has reached 
Seattle. At one time the true West- 
erner, imbued with the ideas of prodl- 
gality and largeness engendéred in the 
mining and cattle camps, where money 
flowed like water and five dollars -in 
gold did not jast five minutes in time, 
carefully made away with all the cop- 
per cents that came his way, refusing 
to be bothered with anything of lees 
value than a “bit” and then nearly 
always had to be satisfied with a 
“two-bit” piece as the smallest current 
coin, for the reason that the “short 
dit, ‘as the 10-cent piece was then 
called, was rather a scarce article, 

A cent was no good, anyhow It 
would not buy anything. Even post- 
age stamps were bought in such quan~- 
tities as to need no change, or if there 
should be a few cents coming, the 
postmaster or druggist made that little 
extra profit, as no one would think of 
asking for the pennies, which could not 
have been supplied anyhow. 

The Seattle Times says: “In Seattle, 
with dozens of big stores selling hund- 
reds of articles that are marked in odd 
cents, an enormous demand has come 
for the copper coins.
